A Brief Review of the Life to 


Marshal Chang ‘Tso-Lin 


Field-Marshal Chang Tso-lin was 
born at Haichenghsien, Fengtien 
Province, in 1876, He received no 
education in his youth and was 
credited with a statement that he 
graduate from the “Lu Lin Ta 
‘Tsuch,” the University of the Green 
Forest, which meant to say that he 
was a bandit, His bravery and his 

iative, however, distinguished 
‘and he emerged as a powerful 
Teader among a class of outlaws 
known as the Hunghutze (Red 
Whiskers). During the Russo- 
Japanese war, Chang fought on the 
side of Japan and rendered con- 
spleuous service to the Japanese 
Emperor. Z 

In 1906, ho surrendered to Gen. 
Chao Erh-hsan, then Viceroy of 
Mukden. 1A few years Inter he was 
promoted to be commander of the 
Fengtien Defence, Force, in which 
eapacity he rendered valuable ser- 
vice in the maintenance of peace 
and order throughout Manchuria 
during the revolution in 1911-12. 
Since 1911, Chang has been military 
governor of Mukien and uncrowned 
monarch of Manchuria, he having 
succeeded Gen, Chao Erh-hsun and 
farshal Tupan Chi-jui. After the 
establishment of the Republic, Chang 
was made Tieutenant-general and 
commander of the 27th division of 
the National army. He served 
President Yuan Shih-kaj faithfully

Au event of much importaiice 
takes place ct the beginning of 
next month when the new 
Criminal Code of the Nationalist 
Government comes into forex.

clause 2, of the Rendition Agree- 
ment, which provides that “all 
laws, including laws of proce- 
dure’ and ordinances applicable 

lat the present time in oth 
Chinese courts, as well as thos 
that may be duly enacted and 
promulgated in the future, shall 
‘be applicable in the Provisional 
Court.” But as yet no agreement 
has been reached between the 
Chinese authorities and the Con- 
sular Body as to what articles 
and sections in the new Code 
shall require the presence of the

enumerating them. Last March 
the Nationalist Government pub 
lished a new Criminal Code to 
take the place of those mention- 
ed above and by which the 
Court has hitherto worked, and 
these were sent to all Deputies. 
We think we are right in saying 
that the “Amended Special Law 
Relating to Bandits,” which was 
promulgated last December, still 
stands as a thing apart from the 
main Code and would thus pre- 
sent no difficulty. But naturally 
the numbers of articles and 
‘sections in the new Code would 
not correspond with those in the 
old which are mentioned in the 
classification of “Deputy cases.” 
So that, until a new classifica- 
tion has been completed. De- 
putien might technically be shut 
out of the Court altogether be-

Information has beon received 
locally that Judge Ling, late of 
the Provisional Court, Shanghai, 
and now Magistrate of Wukang, 
‘has taken up his duties in re- 
apect of Mokanshan, According 
to our infermant Judge Lins 
has already attended to the very 
first requirements of Mokanshan 
ag a popular resort. He has 
applied to the Provincial Gov- 
ernment, and obtained a suf- 
ficient force of soldiers to pro- 
tect the mountain and probably 
the route from Hangchow as well. 
Jn view of the unrest and bandit- 
ry which has been going on in 
recent years in the country, the 
step taken by Judge Ling is to 
be heartily welcomed. For it 
is perfectly obvious that, unless 
the place is safe for foreigners 
and Chinese, with thelr wives 
and children, te go and live in 
Pence and security during the 
hot season, nobody would go at 
all; no matter how beautiful the 
mountain and how cool the wea 
ther, And Mokanshan would 
be deserted as Darlainshan, a 
summer resort near Ningpo, has 
been deserted before. In ‘that 
unfortunate event, the foreigners 
who have their bungalows there 
would of course sustain the 
losin not being able to use 

















their property. But the loss 
resulting to the good few 
thousands of innocent and 


hardworking country folk would 
be much greater, as they 
would be deprived of the living 
which they now obtain through 
selling their labour and produce 
to the summer visitors, And 
then there would be one place 
more in China to add to the list 
of those that people are to touch 
only at their own risk. But ac- 
cording to all accounts Judge 
Ling is fully alive to all these 
possibilities. And he has assur- 
ed his missionary visitors that 
Protection in the fullest measure 
will be given by the authorities. 
Considering ‘the distinguished 
career and the respect and con- 
fidence enjoyed by him, his 
assurances cannot -have ’ been 
lightly given and can be taken 
as trustworthy,

NATIONALIST FINANCE 


am June 21. 
‘Mr, Li Ming’s report, published 
on Tuesday, of the” activities 
‘and success of the Sinking Fund 
Board of ‘Trustees in their 
management of public loans, 
from many standpoints augurs 
new era in the public finance of 
China. For the first time, non- 
political bankers and ' mer- 
chants, have been able to im- 
press ‘upon the Governments 
here, the necessity of vigilant’ 
control of the funds set aside for 
interest and amortization of 
Governmegt loans without pres- 
sure, by foreign lenders, ‘They 
have prevented raids for poli- 
tical and military purposes, 
upon these funds and they have 
taken the public into their eon- 
fidence at every step, so that the 
Treasury Notes have risen in 
market value, the first issue of 
the 2.5 per cent. Surtax Treasury 
Notes reaching an average of 93. 
Mr, Li Ming in his report 
ays: “Whenever the Committee 
has recommended a measure to 
make the Sinking Fund more 
secure, it has been adopted by 
‘the Government.” Such a situa: 
‘tion makes for confidence and 
security and establishes the 
credit of the Government. It is 
not surprising then that the 
Nationalist Government has 
been able to dispose on the 
Shanghai market of $86,000,000 
‘of Treasury Notes, well secured 
and protected by the non-politi- 
cal, independent Sinking Fund 
Committee. The Ministry of 
Finance is now floating a $40,- 
000,000 rehabilitation loan se- 
cured on the Gasoline and 
Kerosene Tax, the Treasury 
Notes to be sold largely to over- 
seas Chinese, which affords a 
relief to the money market in 
Shanghai, but with Shanghai 
bankers protecting the investor. 
‘The protection of the investor 
in Chinese securities has been a 
dificult problem hitherto in 
Chinese Government finance. In 
the past, foreign bankers have 
insisted upon the soundest 
security and a measure of con- 
trol of the agency for the collec- 
tion of the security, which has 
always involved ‘a political 
question, Thus, the Customs 
and the Salt Services have been 
charged with the collection and 
protection of certain foreign 
obligations, Then, some domestic 
loans were secured on the Cus- 
toms Surplus, and the Inspeetor- 
General of the Customs in his 
individual capacity, was charged 
with the task of caring for these 
Toans. Other unsecured loans 
were floated largely as specula- 
tive propositions by political 
bankers in Peking and Shanghai. 
The participation of non-political 
Shanghai bankers and met 
chants, the actual investors, in 
the control of the repayment of 
these new loans places them upon 
A more modern and more cor- 
rect basis and does not involve 
politics, either domestic or in- 
ternational. This is sound Gov- 
ernment finance. The fact that 
the Chinese of Shanghai have 
been able to invest close on one 
hundred million dollars in Trea- 
sury Notes and that they get 
‘their money back with regularity 
and certainty, will open the hid- 
den hoards of silver in this coun- 
try and place them at the dit 
posal of the Goverment. If con- 
fidence continues, similar funds 
iN be forthcoming for indus- 
trial, and commercial enter- 
prises, which have suffered 
from such dangerous economic 
processes as marked the manage- 
ment of Chinese cotton mills, 
stock exchanges and trust com- 
panies. If the Chinese bankers 
will exercise as much control 
over industry and commerce in 



































their country as they have over 


the Ministry of Finance, econom- 
jic developments of the greatest 
magnitude must follow here. 
‘That leads to two facts which 
must be made clear. First, all 
‘the investments on which Mz. 
Li Ming reports, are secured on 
funds raised principally in 
Shanghai, It is unsound that: 
one city, even so important a 
one as Shanghai, should finance 
‘the whole of China, Although 
the Shanghai economic hinter- 
land, draining, as it does, the 
whole Yangtze basin, controls 
perhaps three-fifths of the trade 
of China, it should not represent 
‘that proportion of the investing 
‘wealth of the country. Further- 
more, the confidence in the 
banks arises from the fact that 
they are situated in the Inter- 
national Settlement and cannot, 
therefore be raided by politicians 
and militarists. It is not so long 
[since a general at Lunghua, in 
connection with an attempted 
iquidation of the Dalbank, 
Jsought to seize Russian funds in 
the possession of Mr. Li Ming's 
bank and failed because of the 
protection afforded by the Pro- 
visional Court and the Consular 
Body. And more recently when 
the Banks of China and Com- 
munications in Peking were 
forced to make a loan to Marshal 
Chang Tso-lin, certain politicians. 
in Nanking considered methods 
of retaliation on the local bran- 
ches of these banks, which, it is 
understood, were frustrated be- 
cause of the relationship 
between these banks and Gov- 
ernment finance and their geo- 
graphic situation in the Interna- 
tional Settlement. 

Secondly, the success of all 
these financial enterprises de- 
pends upon the soundness of 
‘the relations between the in- 
vesting public, through their 
bankers, and the Ministry of 
Finance. Since Mr. T, V. Soong. 
has been Minister of Finance, 
such relations have been on a 
business basis and have worked 
well. But not a. week passes 
without some rumours, wild per- 
haps, but from well-inspived 
sources, that Mr. Soong will be 
removed and that a politician 
‘will replace him. Without at all 
attempting to influence Nation- 
alist polities, it can nevertheless 
be made quite clear that the pre- 
sent Ministry of Finance of the 
Nationalist Government affords 
the only example of a working. 
businesslike organization in the 
Government. It is confidence in 
that Ministry's ability to man- 
‘age the collection of funds and 
the security for loans on a sound 
basis that has really made the 
‘work of the Sinking Fund Com- 
mittee “possible. Throw — the 
Ministry into confusion and the 
Treasury Notes would be worth 
little more than fengpiao. 

And finally, we must call at- 
tention to an’ inexplicable para- 
dox in Mr. Soong’s financial 
programme. He has been un- 
able to make satisfactory ar- 
rangements with regard to the 
re-instatement of the Salt Ad- 
ministration because he has 
insisted upon the repayment of 
these loans from treasury funds 
and not from especially earmark- 
ed funds. Yet, in Mr. Li Ming's 
report it is quite clear that the 
25 per cent, Surtax, the Luxury. 
‘Surtax, the Export Surtax col- 
ected ‘at Shanghai, the Parcel 
Post Duty of Kiangsu Province 
and the Tobacco Tax have been 
‘earmarked for the repayment of 
the loans controlled by the Sin- 
king Fund Committee. Further, 
Mr. Li Ming states: “A cer- 
tain tobacco company has been 
directed to pay the Tax directly 
to the Committee.” Now why 
why does Mr. Soong agree to 
earmarking in one instance and 
not in another? Why is he will- 
ing to risk the odium of break- 
ing agreements with regard to 
ithe Salt Loans, while he so care- 
fully safeguards the loans 
controlled by Mr. Li Ming's 
‘Committee? Is there to be one 
principle for domestic loans and 















































another for foreign loans? Mr. 
Soong would do well to be con- 
sistent in ‘the management of 
Government loans, now that the 
northern Expedition is over and 
there is no longer the Peking 
bogey to fear. It would make 
for even greater public con- 
fidence and strengthen the 
national. eredit of China in in- 
ternational money markets, 











THE HOUSE OF OUR 
DREAMS

None of the changes that have 
come about in post-war England 
is more noticeable, perhaps be- 
eause it is the one change in 
that conservative land which 
seems likely to endure, than the 
prevailing determination of 
jeveryone to own their own 
house. One sees it, in imagina~ 
tion, as an unconscious recoil 
against the danger Englishmen 
had so narrowly escaped of 
‘being no longer masters in their 
own land, that they must now 
give themselves tangible proof 
of their unaltered possession of 
it, The more practical explana- 
tion is that the breaking up 
of so many big estates whose 
owners, alas, had become too 
poor to maintain them, and the 
universal house famine gave new 
opportunitics to tenants . to 
acquire their houses by extended 
purchase, thus supplying capital 
which would otherwise not have 
been available. It was a chance 
both for builders and public. 
How it has been seized, the 
whole face of England | bears 
jwitness, On the hoardings of 
every railway station, innumer- 
able building societies display 
pictures of quite impossibly 
charming houses, surrounded by 
verdant lawns and many-hued 
Howerbeds, among which the 
owner, his wife and children, 
ever | handsome, young and 
smiting, refresh " themselves 
beneath ever shining _ skie 
And all round the outskirts of 
London one finds the realiza- 
tion of these visions in erup- 
tions of small dwellings, 
neat enough and by no means. 
unattractive if slightly conven- 
tional in design, but so ridicul- 
ously alike that one marvels how 
Jowners manage to identify the 
property. 

Yet more noticeable are the 
illustrated house advertisements 
in newspapers, everything that 
heart could ‘desire from a 
mansion in Whaddon Chaso 
to a sixteenth century Sussex 
farmhouse, itably — moder- 
nized, company's * water, gas 
and "electric “light, central 
heating, walled kitchen garden, 
































lerazy pavements” and the rest 
of it, “Country Life” was 
first in the field with these 


jallurements. One knows people 
“out East” who have regularly 
imagination, a house 
a week for years past. But 
almost every paper that can get 
owners to advertise now makes 
a like display, It is curious to 
notice now the price appears to 
vary inversely with the size of 
the property. Here are two

five bed, bath and large atti 
all modern conveniences and 


four and a half acres of ground

and sixty-eight acres,” all within 
but an hour of London. With 
five or six times the accommoda- 
tion and fifteen times as much 
and, the latter costs only a little 
more than twice the former; 
and every would-be «purchaser 
knows well that the advertised 
price of one of these big houses 
is far ahead of what the owner 
would take. Property tax and 
“servant problem”-are of course 
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the explanation. “The smallest 
house you can do with, not the 
largest you can afford” is always 





teresting to know how many 
people buy their iouses by these 
pictures. Presumably a good 
many, or they would not appear. 
There is a good deal of a gamble 
in the whole transaction. We 
know of one main, retired from 
the Far East, who “viewed” a 
hundred and eleven houses, 
bought the hundred and twelfth 
and, by latest advices, -was 
wanting to sell, Another bought 
his hotise, metaphorically, on @ 
sslimpse from a railway carriage, 
completed the purchase next 
week and remains enchanted. 
“Fools build houses for wise 
‘men to live in.” Would the pro- 
verb also apply to bungalows, 
lof which nowadays there is 2 
positive epidemic? Cheapness 
and manageability are the great 
attraction in them, But to build 
a good bungalow is not, after 
all, so much cheaper than a 
house; and there is nothing, 
perhaps, except clothes, in 
which cheapness is such ' poor 
economy as in house-building, 
‘One wonders gloomily what will 
bbe the condition of the vast ma- 
jority of these suburban build- 
ing estate residences ten years 
hence, as window frames con- 
tract and roofs begin to feel the 
strain of wind and weather. The 
ideal of getting out -into ‘the 
country after the day's business 
a noble one, but the country 
ever recedes as human beings 
multiply and the loveliest dis- 
tant view ceases to appeal when 
jone looks at it day by day 
through a maze of machine- 
made villas all exactly of the 
same pattern as one's own and 
all alike in leaking roofs and 
bursting water-pipes, Perhaps 
after all it is the town-dweller 
who sees most of the romance of 
the country, feeding his im- 
agination on recollections of 
day here and a day there as it 
may be snatched from business, 
What the real dweller in the 
country may feel, the man who 
Vike his fathers was born and 
bred and remains ever on the 
soil away from crowds and the 
suburban time table, we do not 
know because such people rarely 
talk of their emotions. ‘There is 
a prevailing idea ‘that the 
bucolic mind is not given to self- 
analysis, If that be true, the 
man who is careful not to put 
his fancies under too hard a 
test of reality may well have 
the greater joy in his visions of 
rural life, ‘The true country re- 
mains always the land of our 
dreams, like, perhaps, the house 
we build init. !

For whatever the 
decision may be, whatever rate 
is established, minds will have 
had time to get accustomed to 
the new state of affairs. In the 











rate, as between francs and 
sterling or gold dollars little 
change is anticipated, but 


opinion is uncertain as to the 
definite point aimed at,’ and a 
decision of one franc either way 
would mean an enormous lever 
jin the hands of speculators. (t 
is said that probably not more 
than half a dozen men in France 
know what the exact proposal is, 
and they do not propose to talk, 
the result being that all tenden- 
‘cies towards wild speculation 
have been curbed. This is en- 
tirely in line with the policy of 
the French Government ever 
Jsince the possibility of the 
[stabilization of the frane came 





within the realm of practical 
politi It has been an ex- 
tremely wise one, for during 


the periods of uncertainty as 
to. the trend of exchange, 
this element has been ever 
present, at one time threat- 
ning to inerease the cost of 
living beyond the capacity of 
the people, at another time driv- 
ing real money out of the coun- 
try. The policy of the French 
Government has been adversely 
criticized at very many times, 
but to-day we can see that 
through a certain amount of 
wise inflation of currency and 
then deflation adopted modera 
ly and not too suddenly, stabili- 
zation on a gold basis has at 
last become feasible. 

‘The general impression ix 
that the frane will be stabilized 
at between 124 and 126 to the 
pound sterling. For some time 
past the exchange has been in 
the neighbourhood of 124, and 
this would seem, accordingiy, to 
be the logical Agure. Never- 
theless there have becn suze: 
tions that it might be made no 
more than 110, for there ix a 
strong sentimental belief that 
the frane is ‘really too cheap 
considering the productivity of 
the country and its great re- 
sources, expecially in comparison 
with Italy, where the lira has 
been brought recently to 
figure of about 93 to the pound. 
Italy certainly has not the na- 
tural resources of France, but 
then she has not the same 
enormous burden of debt to car- 
ty, nor has she had the expense 
‘af reconstruction work which 
has had to be carried out in 
France since the war. The cases 
fare not at all similar, and we 
‘are convinced that it is wise for 
the statesmen of France to d 
card these sentimental consider- 
ations, and look only at hard 
business facts, ‘That they pro- 
pose to do so is shown by the 
fact that during recent months 
‘they have been purchasing gold 
and curreney in England and 
America, paying for it at some- 
thing like 124 to the pound, and 
this is to be the bullion reserve 
‘upon whieh stabilization will de- 
pend. The Government ix cer- 
tainly not likely to fancy a 
situation where it may see gold 
for which it has paid 121 goi 
out of the country at a rate of 
only 110. 

Very important results. it 
hoped, will azerue from stabil 
ation.” We have already referred 
to the ovies of spec 
which were promoted when 
curreney which before the w: 
was worth twenty-five to the 
pound could go to a rate of 25 
or over. M. Poincaré's accession 
to. power had the ‘ul 
effect of putting a period to 
such depreciation. but it is not 
‘enough that the play of economic 
forees during his tenure of, 
office should have" produced a 
more or less stable rate in the 
vicinity of 124. It is a necessity 
lof the case that, if this is be- 
lieved to be the actual value of 
the frane, it should be placed 
on a gold standard and kept 
‘there. American bankers realize 
titat the best use to which they 
can put their surplus of gold 
i it to other coun-

Mr. Li Lu-chao, who has 
until now occupied the post of chief 
fof the Department of Industry 
whieir is now abolished, becomes 
Acting Director General of the 
‘Whampoa Port Development Com- 
pany. This is a semi-official or- 
fanization with half the eapital sub- 
Seribed by the Government. Mr. 
Fung Chuk-man will act as Com- 
missioner of Finance and also as a 
member of the National Revenue 
Controlling Committee. Mr. Lau 
Tsoi-po becomes Commissioner of 
Civil Affairs, Mr. Ma Chao-chur 
takes concurrent office of Commis.

Readjustment of Currency 

‘The appointment is announced 
of Mr. Yip Tsing as Special Officer 
for Readjustment of Currency, 
hhe will act coneurrently as Assistant 
Manager of the Central Bank. His 
instructions are to devise a com 
prehensive plan to bring the cur- 
rency system to a more stable basis, 
Mv. Yip will have a hard time of 
it endeavouring to improve the faco 
value of the notes of the Central 
Bank. At the present time those 
notes stand at about 78 per cont, 
of their face value. It ix true that 
the rate has been improving in re- 
cent. weeks but merchants doubt 
Sehether it will become normal. is 
the near future. ‘The market hi 
been glutted with loan bonds and 
debentures of all sorts and whi 
these mature it would take a good 
deal of money to redeem them. Of 
course, the authorities might re- 
sort to the expedient of raising 
farther loans and issuing further 
bonds in an offort to pay off the 
old ones, but artificial methods have 
never yet, stabilized and financial 

arket. Truly, Mr. Yip's task is 
anything but pleasant. 

Rainfall Causes Floods

New Automotive Design for 
CER. Inspection Purposes 


For some time past, the Chinese 
Eastern Railway have denionstrat- 
‘ed what may be done with standard 
automobiles to speed up and 
prove the efficiency of ordinary rail- 
‘way inspection work, and also to 
assist repair crews to be despatched 
‘quickly in cases of emergency, as 
‘well a8 using such automobile equip-| 
ment for ordinary hauling and || 
shunting work. 

The illustration shown with this 
is the standard Ford Tudor Sedan 
which has been converted into an 
inspection car by replacing the 
standard wheels with specially east 
Iocomotive wheels. In addition, the 
‘transmission has been slightly al- 
tered s0 as to give the same speeds 
both forward and reverse, This 
type of inspection car has proved 
itself very efficient, and is highly 
popular with inspector of the Chi- 
nese Eastern Railway. 


Running Repairs 


In addition to using Ford equip- 
ment for ordinary inspection pur- 
poses, this railroad has also ac- 
quired a number of Ford units to 
‘be used for making hasty emergency 
repair work, also for the eavrying 
of crows from one station to an- 
other, and for hauling small loads 
about various station yards, and 
between local stations. ‘Two types 
of these ears are used, one being the 
standard Ford passenger car re- 
designed and altered for railway 
purposes—this unit is capable of 
developing 37 miles per hour, and 
ean also be used for transporting 
Tonds not exceeding 3 tons. For. 
this purpose, a special hiteh is at 
‘tached to the rear bumper, in order 
that the standard railway carriage 
may be attached. 

A large and more powerful unit 
is supplied by using the Fordson 
tractor motor. This unit has been 
designed to develop 49 miles per 
hour speed, and it also has special 
Bitehes attached to its bumpers to 
which @ standard railway car may 
Be attached, and this Fordson unit 
‘will pull this carriage in addition 
to a 10-ton load. 


Speed and Comfort 


‘The Chinese Eastern Railway 
have been experimenting with these 
automotive units for railway use 
for the past three years, and have 
found them exceedingly satisfactory 
for the uses to which they have 
been appliod. The Tudor inspec- 
tion type appeals to railway of. 
ccials, especially because of the fact 
that’ they can be transported pri- 
vately with speed and comfort to 
any part of the railroad, and not be 
dependent upon securing special 
Tocomotives for this purpose, or 
‘using the regular train servieo, ‘The 
Jarge tractor unit has a ready ap- 
peal to railway officials, in that its 
new initial cost makes it possible 
to place this Fordson locomotive 
type at many stations, and yet re- 
duce the operation expenses many 
times bolow that represented by 
highly expensive locomotives, 

‘The successful manner in which 
‘these automotive units have been 
applied to railway use by the Chi-

Kinghsien Sacked 


Kinghaien fell into the hands of 
another band of evil men some time 
later, and the reports to hand of 
their doings upon entering the city 
are of a niuch more distressing na- 
ture, though not worse than 
been reported from other parts of 
the country. Five hundred people 
are rtported killed, and some done 
to death cruelly. Having worked 
their evil will, the bandits lett for 
Taingtehhsien, which had already 
closed its gates, and with the 
avowed intention of going right on 
to Hucichowfa. 

Letters from that city tell of the 
fear that has fallen over the people 
in anticipation of the approaching

Japanese Premier's Life Saved by Prompt Police Actio 





Would-be Assassin Professes Patriotic Motives

‘Tokyo, June 9. 

‘Prompt action yesterday morning 
‘by a policeman attached to the én- 

toutage of General Baron Gi-iehi 
Tanaka saved the life of the 
Premier of “Japan. Your corres: 
pondent, who was on his way to 
attend. the closing session of 
Ghe "Japan Religions Conference, 
cehaneed to be at Uyeno railway 
station when the ineident took place, 

‘A young man, some 24 years of 

age, brandishing a dagger, rushed 
towards the Premier and his party 
Miho had come to take a train for 
Utsonomiya where Premier Tanak 
was to address a gathering of his 
Political” adherents. A vigilant 
Policeman intercepted the would-be 
Assassin and, closing in with him, 
deftly threw him to. the ground 
‘The dagger lew from the assassin’s 
hand and immediately half-adozen 
more policemen pounced on him and 
a pair of handcuffs was soon 
Snapped on hia wrists, So quickly 
{id allthis happen that even thove 
swith’ the Premier understood only’ 
Tater on that the life of Baron 
Tanaka had been in danger. 

Cool and Collected 

‘The Premier, who hid. by this 
time realized his eacape, glanced at 
the man inthe custody. of the 
Police, smiled a nonchalant. sm 
‘and calmly proceeded to the special 
‘waiting room prepared. for him, 
making no reference whatsoever to 
the ineldent. "He journeyed to 
Utsonomiya as planned, delivered 
the scheduled address in which he 
defended the polices of his eabinet, 
land returned” to Tokyo the same 
night. 

‘At the time the attack wa» mado 
fon the Premier, he was. heavily 
uarded, some 20-044 uniformed and 

ain-elothes men, all of them reput- 
{ed to be experts in the art of Jiu 
itso, surrounding him.

try to Kill him “as Tanaka,san had 
very few guards, and I did not think 
it right to take the life of anyone 
when that person did not have a 
Proper chance of escape.” 

‘Okumura further told the Police 
that, ever since he came to Tokyo. 
some days ago, he was watching for 
fan opportunity to kill the Premier, 
but could not approach the latter 
owing to the fact that he alwai 
travelled in a motor-car. When, 
‘however, he learned that the 
Premier would come to the Uyeno 
station to take the train for 
Utsonomiva, he thought that his 
‘opportunity’ had arrived. In order 
that he should not make any m 
take, he farther informed his eross- 
‘examiners, he bought copies of the 
papers and of illustrated magazines 
‘and closely studied the features of 
the Premier, “lost T might kill the 
‘wrong man.” 

Hig reason for wishing to assas- 
inate Premier Tanaka, he said, was 
that he felt that the Premier’ was 
not advancing the fortunes of the 
‘country and that, when he dragged 
the Imperial Family into polities, 
the Premier committed a heinous 
offence. 

“I mado up my mind, for the 
‘country's happiness and the national 
welfare, to kill him,” said Okomora 
fn conclusion, a plea, incidentally, 
that, without exception, has been 
advaneed by every political assassin 
{in this country. 

Letters Found on Prisoner 

‘On Okumura’s person wore found 
two notes. One of these lavished 
‘unstinted praise on Konnichi 
Naknoka, the slayer of the late 
Premier ‘Hara and lamented that 
no one had’ the courage to act. a 
fakaoka did; the other said that 
Okumura conceived it his duty to 
kill Premier Tandka and to commit 
suicide if he were successful.

BANDITS WORKING NEAR

Kiangsu Provincial Government Dismissing Him for Political 
Ends: Breach of Rendition Agreement 





Another attempt. is being made

‘The Kiangsu Provincial Government 
has dismissed Judge Loo Hsing- 
‘yvan as President of the Provisional 
Court and has appointed in his place 
Dr, Ho Shih-tsung, a graduate of 
Soochow University and the Univer- 
sity of Michigan, who has not held 
judicial office before but has been 
‘the president of a private university 
in. Shanghai, Dr. Ho was nominated 
by the chairman of the propaganda 
bureau of the Central Executive 
Committee of the Kuomintang, who 
ig also a momber of the Kik 
Provineial Government, 


. Law Before Polities 

‘This is the second attempt to 
yaidl the Provisional Court. ‘The 
first was made last summer when 
+ aneffort was made to appoint Miss 
Soume Teheng to Judge Loo's posi- 
tion, Miss Tehong, however, was 
unable to take up the post because 
of: popular opposition to changes 
affecting: the non-political character 
of the Provisional Court. Judge 
‘Loo remained in his position because 
ho refused to be turned out with- 
‘out due legal procedure as provided 

‘for in the Rendition Agreement. 
‘The objections to Judge Loo arise 
from his refusal to permit politicians 
to use the court in thelr own ine 
terests, He has never received full 
eupport from Nanking, which has 

regarded the Provisional Court 
fan appendage to the machinery of 
the Kuomintang as a politieal party. 
Judge Loo, who is a highly qualified 
Inwyer, has-adhered to the law and 
to-logal procedure and has declined 
to manage the court by secret 
agreements with politicians, with 
vesult that he has had fow 
friends in Nanking. ‘These enemies 
‘of the Provisional Court have been 
insistent upon his dismissal, but 
they have not dared take steps 
after the terrific public denunciation 
of: their Inst attempt to raid the 
Court, These men believe that this 
{is a good opportunity, as the Powers 
have not formulated their policy 
towards the new Government and 
they might therefore disregard a 
breach of the Rendition Agreement, 


Consular Body Objects 


It is understood that the Consular 
Body have already protested against 
the broach of the Rendition Agree- 
rent, and that theiv protest will b 
uphold by their 
procedure to. be followed, ueco 
to the Rendition Agreement, 
proper charges to be filed 
Judge Loo and that he should be 
twied by judges of a higher court 
for misconduct in office. If mis- 
‘conduct cannot be proved, he cannot 
be removed. 

‘The attitude of the foreigners is

Comparison With Old Mixed Court Much to Cre¢ 
Masses of Work and How it 


‘The Mixed Court “never was a| 
popular place with local journalists. 
Approached from any direction, the 
‘route was through an unsavoury 
district, and the court was dismal 
ahd depressing. Beyond that, with 
some three or four courts usually| 
sitting at the same time, Magis- 
trates, Assessors, litigants, and wit- 
nesses speaking a variety of lang-| 
uages, with frequently very _in-| 
distinct translations, even if they| 
‘were sufficient, and strange Chinese| 
names which it was very difficult to| 
identify, it was not an ensy task] 
to secure good copy. Had it not] 
been for the ready assistance of Mr. 
Wheeler and his staff, who really 
had quite enough to ‘do without, 
‘wanting to be bothered by others, re- 
porters would have missed many a 
good story. 

‘A visit this week, for the first time] 
since it has become a Provisional] 
Court, under a changed administra-| 
tion, ‘was a revelation, and it is! 
‘beeause the present court in its! 
early days was somewhat severely: 
criticized—justifiably as matters| 
stood then—and it now shows a re-| 
markable improvement, that  ac- 
knowledgment of the fact should be 
made. The long-absent reporter, 
from what he had heard and read of| 
the Provisional Court, anticipated 
far greater trouble” than ever

Admirable Organization 

Several old acquaintances were 
asked for.

A visit to the criminal courts 
showed the same depressed and 
praved-looking prisoners; the same 
vacant-looking audience apparently 
not the least interested in the pro- 
ceedings, and causing one to wonder, 
‘as always, why they attend; the 
same type of men recording the 
proccedings—foreign policemen in a 
weird form of shorthand which is 
their own invention, but which “gels 
there,” and. Chinese who apparently 
do just as well though their brushes 
never get away from the deliberate, 
delicate, sweeping strokes; the same 
sharp questioning from the bench; 
and the same lawycrs going for each 
other like life enemies in the court

ST, JOHN'S 





Degrees Conferred at Exercises 
Held in R.A.S, Hall 


‘The graduating exercises and con. 
ferring of degrees of Doctor of 
Medicine upon 13 young Chinese 
candidates of the Pennsylvania 
‘Medieal School (the Medial Depart- 
ment of St, John’s University) took 
place in the hall of the Royal 
Asiatic Society on Saturday after- 
oon, ‘The ceremony took place in 
the R.A.S, Hall owing to the sus- 
pension of, St, John's University 
for some months past, 

‘The Rt. Rev. Bishop F. R. Graves 
having pronounced the invocation, 
Dr. F. L, Hawks Pott, president of 
St. John’s, delivered a statement in 
the course of which he traced the 
history of the medical school back 
to its beginning. The med:eal school, 
ho said, began in 1881 when Dr.

1 believe that China is 
richly endowed with some splendid

more such and neces them ‘badly. 
Men who will not allow the per- 
fectly just financial rewards of 
their medieal practice to take too 
large a place in the'r thoughts or 
to influence their judgments. Men 

‘ho will put truth first and so be 
really scientific and who in. their 
work, the:r investigations and their 
thought will allow nothing to budge 
them from the truth. 

In the second place, I should feel 
inclined to place the ‘need for men 
with a love of research. ‘The need 
for this in China can hardly be 
overestimated and in the past the 
large bulk of such work has been 
done by foreign physicians. Now 
Tam the Jast man in the world 
to desire to emphasize any racial 
rivalries and our profession is hap- 
pil more free of these than most. 
Further, there is no part of tho| 
work of our profession that all 
the world over is s0 cosmopolitan 
in its mature and in its personnel 
as is research work. Yet with all 
this and without at all excluding, 
those of other races, I do want to 
see the Chinese doctors themselves,

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FOOD PROBLEMS IN SHANGHAI 





Co-operation with Chinese’ Authorities in Controlling the 


Slaughter of Pigs: Prepared Foodstuffs from Chapei 


‘Two important matters relating 
to co-operation with the Chinese 
public health authorities were 
Brought forward at a meeting of 
‘the Health Committee of the Muni- 

cipal Counell which was held on 
June 6, over which Mr. J. J, Pater- 
mn presided, 


In a report submitted, the Acting 
‘Gommissioner of Public Health 
stated that the Health Commissioner 
of the Greater Shanghai Municipal 
ity had communicated the deeision 
of his Administration to prohibit 
the sale of pork unless it was 
stamped by a competent inspector. 
‘The report stated that the methods 
of slaughtering pigs in the Yang- 
tszepoo distyict. were primitive and 
insanitary, ‘and recommended the 
etection of a model slaughter-house 
‘at a cost of Tis, 6,000, Elsewhere 
in the Settlement, the pigs were 
slaughtered in four private un- 
Uigensed slaughter-houses, where 
gertain sanitary. precautions were 
neglected. Should the Council de- 
cide to comply with the wishes of 
‘the Ohinese Municipality and con- 
form to the practice of the French 
‘Administration, by instituting  in- 
spection and ‘stamping in these 
slaughterhouses, it would be neces- 
sary to add to the Health Depart- 
ment’s staff three qualified meat 
inspectors and some Chinese assist- 
ants, at a monthly cost of Tis. 1,160, 
while inspection fees of 10 cents x 
carease were estimated to bring. fis 
$1,710 wper mensem. The objection 
of! established firms to Counéell 
supervision and stamping might be 
lessened by the probability that 
without such certification they would 
Jove trade outside the Settlement. 
‘A subsidiary report by the Senior 
Ghiet Inspector of the Health De- 
Dartment stated that about 660 pigs 
Gneluding about 40 at the Municipat 
slaughter-house in Fearon Road) 
were killed in the Settlement every 
night, and sold in the markets and 
‘shops, while about 300 were killed 
outside the Settlement and 300 in 
tho French Concession. In the 
Jntter area no pork might be sold 
which had not been killed and pre- 
pared in the French Municipal 
‘Abattoir and received the Municipal 
stamp. 


Abattoir in Whashing Road 


The Commissioner of Public 
Works reported that the only 
Gouneil-owned Jand available in the 
Eastern district for the construction 
of an abattoir for pigs was on 
Whashing Road next to the Yang- 
chow-Whashing Roads Branch 
Health Offic, and that the estimated 
cost of ercetion of the abattoir 
would be Tis. 6,000. The Treasurey 
And Comptroller pointed out that 
there was no budget provision for 
cost of the land and buildings, 
gstimated at Tis. 10,000, though, on 
the other hand, running expenses 
would probably be covered by 
receipts, and he considered that the 
proposal warraited endorsement. 

In reply to the Chairman, the 
‘Acting Commissioner of Publie 
Health expressed the opinion that, 
if a slaughtor-house were erected in 
the Eastern district, the insanitary 
Dractice of slaughtering in beggar 
huts would automatically cease. As 
regarded the four private slaughter- 
hhouses, two of them were close 
together in Chengtu Road and could 
be supervised by one man, so that 
threo men in all would be required. 
‘Tho Treasurer and Comptroller con. 
curred in this proposal, remarking, 
however, that the expenditure would 
have to be sanctioned in the absence 
of any budget provision therefor. 

In answer to members’ questio 
tho Acting Commissioner of Public 
Health stated that the existing 
abattoir in Fearon Road slaughter- 
ed pigs only for foreign consumption, 
that it was not proposed to compete 
‘with Chinese slaughter-houses, and 
that the supervision of these est- 
ishments would be equivalent to 
Jicensing them. 

lAfter some 
‘commended that the Coun 
‘operate with the Chinese author 
in this matter, as recommended 
the Acting Commissioner of Public 
Health; that a slaughter-house for 
‘pigs be erected on Municipal land 
in Whashing Road, at an estimated

‘Food Factories in Chapei 

In a report submitted, the Com- 
missioner of Public Health recom- 
‘mended that a trial be given to 
proposal by Dr. Hou-ki Hu, Com- 
missioner of the Department of 
Public Health, and Dr. Paul H. 
Hsu, Chief of’ the Division of In 
dustry, Department of Agriculture, 
Labour & Commerce, both of the 
Municipality of Greater Shang? 
regarding reciprocal licensing met 
sures for the better control of 
bakeries, confectioneries and can- 
neries and the distribution of thelr 
products. Letters had also been 
received from the French Ad 
tration regarding the desirability 
an agreement between the two 
Municipalities on the subject of out- 
side factories, and of reciprocity in 
the matter of factories situated in 
the two Munfefpal areas. The ques- 
tion of issuing a licence for the 
importation of prepared foodstuffs 
was first mooted by the Commis- 
sioner of Public Health in Decem- 
ber, 1927, but the Watch Com- 
mittee in March, 1928, agreed that 
ft would be impolitie at that time 
to impose any general restriction 
by a licensing measure, 

Replying to the Chairman's in- 
quiry, the Acting Commissioner of 
Public Health outlined his views in 
the light of recent developments, 
He considered the broad Mea of 
reciprocal action to be excellent, but 
hhis personal inspection of six Chi- 
nese factories in Chapei and his 
Knowledge of the present capacity 
‘of the Chineso Health Department 
made it doubtful whether the time 
‘was yet ripe for the introduction of 
definite scheme. Efficient inspec~ 
tion depended on a big staff, such 
as that possessed by his own De- 
partment. He understood that the 
Municipality of Greater Shanghai 
‘was “arranging to train 80 to 85 
members of their Police Force for 
this work and after a period of 
three months to a year, when they 
had passed the, necessary examina- 
tion, they were to be drafted to cer 
tain police stations where they 
‘would be assigned to this. special 
duty. Regarding the localities. in 
which foodstufts were prepared, he 
had found some factories in close 
proxinity to deposits of ordure and 
otherwise badly placed. The 
factories in some cases would re- 
quire almost complete reconstruction 
to make them conform to the 
Council's standards. There was but 
little inclination on the part of 
Chinese factories to obtain the 
Council's licence under the present 
scheme, or to make the necessary 
alterations inorder to qualify for 
them. Under the proposed scheme, 
outside factories would receive their 
licences from the Chinese Health 
Department, and, if the standard 
were lower, a certain amount of 
discontent ‘might be looked for 
among competitors holding licences| 
from the Couneil. From what Dr. 
Mu showed him, he concluded that 
it was only a matter of time and 
expenditure before the outside 
factories ‘were put on a proper. 
footing, when it would be possible 
to got rid of the undesirable com- 
plications which existed when differ- 
ent standards prevailed. 


‘Matter of Agreement Deferred 


‘A member expressed the opinion 
that the matter of a reciprocal 
agreement with the Municipality of 
Greater Shanghai should be defer- 
red, and with this members were 
disposed to agree. 

‘After discussion, the Acting Com- 
missioner of Public Health was re- 
‘quested to confer with the French 
Health Authorities and elicit their 
views on the subjects dealt with in 
theiy letters; but with regard to 
the proposals of Dr. Hu and Mr. 
Hsu it-was recommended that no

IMMIGRATION LAW 
AMENDED 


Important Changes in Joint Re- 
solution by Congress 


‘The AmerRan Consulate General! 
is in receipt of a telegraphic instruc- 
tion from the Department of State’ 
showing the passage on May 2, 
1928, of-a Congressional Joint Re-| 
solution amending the Immigration 
Act of 1924. The law as amended

Quiet Preserved Through Strong 
Action by Gen, Chien 


The firm action of Gen, Chien 
Ta-chun, Gendarmerie Commissioner 
for Shanghai and Woosung, in not 
permitting parades and demonstra, 

in the na- 
tive city, has no doubt, peevented 
much of the disorder which might 
have ensued in the ordinary course 
of events during an_anti-foreign 
movement such as the present 
Japanese boycott, For the past 
couple of months he has been 
actively searching out radicals and 
Communists, thereby preventing 
them from carrying out a great deal 
of their nefarious work. 

Tho latest development in the 
clean-up campaign has been the 
sealing of the Zang Sung Iron 
Works Union premises on Thursday 
by order of the Gendarmerie Com- 
missioner, Three men were arrest- 
ed on suspicion of being Cont 
‘munists and, acting on information 
supplied by them, the police carried 
oat a raid on a house in an alley- 
way near the Japan-China Cotton 
Mill and discovered a quantity of 
reactionary literature. Subsequent 
investigations led to the discovery, 
that these documents were issued by 
the Zang Sung Iron Works Unio 
and the secretary and @ suniber of 
servants on the premises were 
arrested while the place was scaled 
up. A number of other officials 
escaped before the arrival of the 
police, 

With regard to the strike of silk 
Slature workers, the vernacular 
press has it that they will return

‘The First Drum and Fife Band in China Taught by Members 


of the British Shaforce 


Three members of the Shaforce 
were asked to see what they could 
do with three dozen Chincee in the 
way of music. ‘They were tickled 
but undertook the work. ‘That 
was only a few months ago. Now, 
they have produced a regular Drum: 
and Fife Band consisting of young 


pupils of the S.M.C, Public School 


for Chinese. 

‘This is the first Drum and Fife 
Band of Chinese schoolboys in 
China, certainly the first organiza 
tion of its kind instructed and train 
ed according to the rules of the 
British Army. 

‘The School boasted of a band in 
the days when the pupils still woro| 
‘quees and played football with 
Chinese woollen shoes ten times as 
heavy as the ball itself. — People| 
used to wonder why the sons of 
respectable Chinese — gentlemen 
should have been sent to a school 
Where the youngsters had to pro- 
duce weird noises on the flutes and 
the cymbals when China had some- 
thing much better to offer. Nor 
did the pupils themselves quite re- 
flize what they were doing and 
what bonefit they could possibly 
derive from merely blowing a Mute.

TRAMWAY MATTERS 


To the Editor of the 
“Nowri-Cuina Dany News.” 
Stn,—With reference to the articles 

appearing in your issues of the 13th 
and Iath instant, dealing with trock 
‘operations and fares respectively, tt 
is, I think, regrettable that no re- 
ference was made to us prior to| 
their publication as otherwise their 
various inaccuracies could have been| 
obviated, 

‘The facts. are as follows:— 

Your article of June 13, 1928. 

1. Work commeneed in North Sze- 
‘chuen Road on May 2, 1928, and not 
‘months ago as is suggested in your 
article. 

2. Two separate stretches of the| 
roadway have been excavated, cach] 
being approximately 150 yards in| 
length. Reinstatement of the rond-| 
way is proceeding on one of the| 
stretches referred to. 

Your article suegests that the] 
whole of North Szechuen Road from, 
a little beyond Range Road right up 
to the Public School hus been 
opened up; far from it. 

3. The service frequency between| 
Bubbling Well and Hongkew Park’ 
is from five to six minutes depending| 
upon traffic requirements, Accord 
ing to your article the service fre-| 
‘quency is nine minutes. 

4. The work being undertaken by’ 
the Company consists of the sub-| 
stitution of double track for single} 
‘k fnvolving an alteration in 
alignment of the existing single! 
track. Not an easy job and render- 
‘ed less casy when traffic has to be 
kept going during operations.

Settlement was affected only by the 
strike of employees of second hand 
clothes shops, of whom there ave 
41,500 in all three areas, This strike 
started on May 27 when the em- 
ployees of second hand clothes shops 
‘eased work to show sympathy with 
two of their Union members who 
were arrested on May 5, 1928, for 
causing a disturbance at a clothes 
shop on Yokien Road and were sen:

Mr. Harris said that as evidence

‘Me. Wing said that 
merely styled themselves partners 
‘but the defendant had never been 
Viable as a partner for any losses 
of the firm. He had received com- 
mission and a share of the profits 
but that did not make him a part- 
ner according to law.

‘Mr, Ivanow, at. the outset, said 
that, as no evidence-or proof could 
‘be submitted and since Elly Wilder| 
‘was not in court, he would ask that 
the charge against his client be dis- 
missed. 

Mr. Rodger said that the Court| 
had sufficient evidence to jus 
eonsideration of the case. There 
‘was the statement sijged by accused 
that he was concerned in the robbery 
‘and, in this, accused had made 
‘certain admissions. An excerpt from 
accused's statement was “The C 
‘ese tcok the money and counted it

side his home in Avenue Foch in 
the French Concession five days 
before. When the police entered 
the place, they discovered a revolver 
underneath a bed. The boy had 
been lured away from outside his 
home by one of the accused men 
Jand taken to the house in Pingliang, 
Road. The first and second accused 
‘were arrested inside the house and 
the second outside. This man ap- 
parently was on guard to watch for 
the approach of the police. ‘The 

boy had been playing outside his 
home when one of the accused came 
uup and asked him to come and have 
‘something to eat. The boy replied 
that he had just had his breakfast 
‘and did not want anything more to 
feat, whereupon the man persuaded 
hhim to board a riesha which took 
‘him to the place where he was im- 
prisoned. On several occasions 

‘boy had informed the police, he 
had been beaten by the men with 
whipeords and told that he would 
be killed if he raised an alarm. 
He did not actually see a pistol 
but one of the men who said he 
would shoot the boy put his hand 
in_a box as if to draw a pistol. 

‘The father of the boy, testifying, 
said that he had gone to the marke: 
‘and had left the boy playing out- 
side the house. ‘The kidnappers had 
demanded $10,000 for his ransom. 
‘As soon as he received information 
fas to the kidnappers whereabouts, 
hhe informed the police. 

‘Accused denied the charge. At

VERY MUCH WANTED 
KIDNAPPERS. 


A large gang of alleged kid- 
nappers, 25 men and two women,

It was apparently intended only ¢0 
shoot one man, said the officer, by 
xo bullets passed through the hat 
of one of the other passenger 
The police believed, and so did the 
occupier of 116B Yuyuen Rond, that 
deceased was not the intended victim 
but the occupier of the houre was, 
because deceased had arrived here 
only the day before the murder and 
this was the first time he had come 
in more than three years. He had 
made arrangements to have Ufin 
wit} friends on Tuesday and was

was shot. 

‘Tseu Voong-tsoh, son of decease 
said that he went with his ‘ati 
to the house at 110B Yuyuen Rom 
and, when they had finished tiffin, 
they left ina motor ear.

‘There were two men, one of whore 
was armed with a pistol. Witness 
gave chase when he got out of the 
ear but failed to make any arrest. 

A verdict was rendered that death 
was due to bullet wounds inflicted 
by unknown assailants. ‘There 
was evidence indicating -unlawful 
homicide with malice aforethought. 
‘The Police were instructed to exert 
every effort to arrest the guiltyy 
person or persons.

Terms Veiled*in Antiquity 
These words starboard and port 
date back many years, and there has 
bcew mach argument as to the origin 
of them and a third, larboard, tho 
antecedent of port.

be able to give in the autumn if you

We have always beon faced in 
Shanghai by two great hindrances to 
the successful operation of Church 
Sunday Schools: 

1.—Transportation; distances aro 
great and children can not travel 
Unaccompnied by bus or tram. 

2—A suitable school building. 

We propose to solve the first by 
‘going to the children since they ean- 
not come to us. Wo have divided 
the city into districts a mile square 
and have prepared a list of the ehil- 
dren resident in that district who 














have been baptized in the Cathedral, 
‘There will, of course, be others who 
have been baptized at home or else- 
hare in Chinas, we shall add tha 


names as we discover them. 
Propose to provide classes, gra 
according to age, so far as’ possible 
in each district.’ We have already 
fn hand a scheme of instruction 
covering a four-year course in Bible 
and Cathechism. Teachers will bo 
provided with lesson hetys that will 
make preparation of the lesson a 
ple matter for any adult, wha 
willing to try. In addition, we sh 
hope to hold a weekly ‘teachers 
training class. 

‘Now for accommodation for our 
classes. It is is obviously impos- 
sible to build a dozen Sunday 
Schools about the city. Mainly, we 
shall hope to hold our classes in the 
homes of parents, Some have 
already voluntecred.” I hope many 
more will do so, We need a room 
where a class of eight to a dozen 
may meet at a stated hour each 
Sunday. Byery six or eight weeks 
we shall hold a service in the 
Cathedral when all will meet 
together and report progress. Ia 
addition, the clergy will visit the 
classes at stated intervals on the 
field. , 

‘We realize there are many dift- 
culties, but where there is a wi 
there is a way. You can help 
We need your advice, your co-oper 
tion, your influence; above all we 
want your prayers. It is God's 
work.” Pray that we may be guided 
in our planning and preparation, 
that, teachers may came forward and. 
offer for the work, that the way may 
be opened to do a really useful ser 










































tion suitable to the needs of their

Jeaders. from all the larger mis- 
sionary societies in Europe, North 
‘Americarn and. Australasia gather- 
ced in joint conference with a truly 
representative number of _ native 
leaders from the churches in’ Asia, 
Africa and South America which 
have: sprung up as a result of the 
seed-sowing work of the missionary 
societies and their agents. 

In Jerusalem, beginning on the 
2ath day of March and continuing 
for fifteen dayd, through Easter 
Day, delegates chosen by the mis- 
sionary societies of Great Britain, 
Canada, the United States, Norway, 
‘Sweden, Denmark, Finland, Belgium, 
Franee, the Netherlands, Germany, 
Switzerland, Australia ‘and New 
Zealand, numbering about a hun 
dred and forty, met in a German 
Hospice on the Mount of Olives. in 
daily -conferenee with ‘some hun- 
dred representatives of the indi- 
genous churches of Mexico, Bri 
Uruguay, Argentina, Chile, Eritre 
Baypt ‘the Sudan, Algeria, the 
Gold. Coast, Nigeria, the Belgian 
Congo, Uganda, Nyasaland, Mada-

Edinburgh and Onwards 
Bighteen years had elapsed since 
‘a world’s missionary conference had 
been held at Edinburgh, where 
‘among some 2300 deley only 
a little over one per cont. were na: 
tives of the so-called mission lands. 
At Jerusalem fully twenty-five per 
‘cont. were such. ‘This outstanding 
difference between the two gather- 
ings is in itnel€ an indication of 
‘the rapid growth, during the short 
interval between’ them, which has 
tuken place in the self-consciousness 
and strength of the churches which 
have grown up in mission lands. 


Although the Edinburgh Conf 
fence was net the first world con- 
ference on missions, it ‘was. the 
first to bring into being an inter- 
denominational anil _ international 
‘organ of co-operation in mis- 
sionary work, A _ “Continuation 
Committee” was formed which 
in. 1922 grew into the present 
International Missionary Council. 
‘This Council, _re-constituted 
Jerusalem of thos 
societies in North America, 
Britain and the Continent of Europe 
‘which fedlerate for purposes of co- 
operation in the various foreign mis- 
tionary societies of these respective 
areas, and of over twenty co-opera-| 
tive Christian societies in South 
America, Afriea and Asia, of which 
‘the National Christian Council of| 
China is a typical example, The 
Committee of the International Mis- 
sionary Council, which acts as.an ad 
‘interim executive body, is made up 
of five officers and sixteen members, 
‘elected by the Couneil in plenary 
















































session, and of twenty-one consult-| 
ants appointed, according to a pre- 
arranged ratio, by the co-operat 
organizations, referred to. above,| 
which constitute the Couneil. 


China's Representation 
China is represented among 
five oficers in the person of 

C. ¥. Chen 
the Lord Bishop of Salisbury, was 
chosen a vice-chairman of the Coun- 
cil, China is entitled to appoint two of 
the twenty-one consultans. Thus! 
has the machinery far more effective 
co-operation, as between the older 
churches of the West and the young- 
fr churches of the East and South, 
been made mere perfect than ever| 
before. Still greater unity of pur- 
pose and effort may therefore be ex- 
pected to characterize the missionary, 
enterprise of the future.

in colour or race, live side by sid

A Tribute to the ,Late 
‘Mrs. Archibald Littlé 


I can distinctly recall my feelings 
when nearly half a century ago 
lay siwake of a sultry summer night 
listening to the pitiful wail of a 
small Chinese girl in the agony. of 
footbinding. 

Now in this more enlightened age 
the cruel practice has been abolish- 
ed and we see the little girls and 
women, instead of painfully hob- 
bling about their houses with seldom 
an opportunity of enjoying life, 
nimbly tripping along our streets, 
dancing, playing lawn tengis and 
enjoying other girlish games and 
recreations. 

This emancipation has done more 
than most. people realize to revolu- 
tionize China—more in fact than 
the “Three Principles” one hears 30 
much about. The Chinese girls and 
mothers are now able to take their 
proper places in their, schools and 
homes with the result that the pres- 
ent day youth is a very different 
product from his predecessor. 

‘My memory also recalls the bitter 
‘opposition which members of tho. 
Anti-Footbinding Society had tor 
face -Ingrained custom and prejudice 
of centuries had to be uprooted and’ 
public opinion reconstructed, Ono 
seldom saw a Chinese girl with 
natural feet except of the coolie 
class. Now, however, women with 
bound feet are even more rare than. 
‘men with queues and they do not 
lose caste either. 

‘Members of the Anti-Footbinding. 
Society were often met by the ro 
tort that Chinese bound feet were 
no worse than European tight 
waists. Tt is satisfactory to noto 
that, both evils have been abolishod 
with untold advantage to the women 
of East and: West. 

Heroic Labours for China 

The object of this article is to 
recall the heroie labours of the 
founder of the Anti-Footbinding: 
Society, Mrs, Archibald Little. 

In these days the Chinese rarely 
83 any gratitude for efforts 
made on behalf of their welfare by 
foreigners; rather do they seck. to 
prejudice the minds of the younger 
generation against thei benetac- 
tors, Instances of this are unhappily. 
not far to seck, 

I now draw attention to a direct 
case of inestimable benefit. derived 
from the self-sacrificing labours of 
an unselfish and cultured English 
Indy who, in face of ridicule and 
rebuff, fought steadily for the good 
of the Chinese people against over 
whelming odds. Mrs, Little is no: 
longer ‘with us; but the results of, 
her work remain as a permanent 
memorial to her unselfish devotion.

‘than the old. The house chosen is| 
a fairly old one, which means 
‘that the rooms are loftier and: 
lighter than would be inn more 
modern house and they are 
‘cool even is tho hottest weath- 
er., Anothor advantage of this 
removal ig that school work is 
now not disturbed by the sound 
of constant traffic along Kuikiang| 
Road, while yet another attraction| 
is that at the back of the building | 
is a garden which is excellent for| 
sports, This is large enough for| 
‘organized games, for which there| 
‘was no space inthe old compound 
‘arrangement. 

Before the removal took place, 
however, the whole house was 
‘modernized and the place thorough- 
ly repainted, whitewashed and re- 
decorated, with the result that a 
really comfortable, fresh and effi- 
eient school house has now been 
arranged. 

‘The Old Building and the New 

‘Tho old school building was ori- 
ginally erected as a Parish Hall and| 
it served this purpose for many 
Years, meetings of both public and 
church interest being held there.

‘The new building will occupy a 
sito reaching from near the Cathe- 
dral tower to the end of the avs 
able space on Kuikiang Road, to 
‘overlook which a very handsome and 
posing exterior has been design- 
ed. The public entrances will also 
ive on to this road. The building 
will be of three storeys and thero 
will be sufficient accommodation for 
200 boys with every requirement of 
modern classrooms for their use. 
There will be science rooms, a la- 
Doratory and music rooms, " while 
physical culture will be cared for in 
a separate building with gymnasium 
complete. On the top story of the 
Duilding ‘will be the residences for 
the Head Master of the school and 
‘the Sub-Dean of the Cathedral 

‘Another change that’ is tak- 
ing place in connection with 
the two schools, are the new 
dadges that. have been design- 
ed, although theses have not 
been definitely decided upon. The 
designs that have so far been 
chosen will be far more suitable 
than those at resent in use. In the 
design is shown the Union Jack, 
the schools are British, and bishops’ 
mitres, to indieate that the schools 
‘are connected with the chureh. Al- 
though the design will be essentially 
the same for the badges both the 
girl school and the. boys’ school, 
there will be a slight difference in 
the arrangement of the component 
parts to distinguish one from the 
‘other.
